This Isn't tulip lime, hut It Is time 
to get ready for tulips, according to 
S. W. Hall, of the division *of flori- 
culture, College of Agriculture, Uni- 
versity of . Illinois; •While, ' luUp 
buibs may bo planted anytime from 
the middle of Septon^bor until the 
ground freezes," early October Is the 
ideal time for planting, as this al- 
lows the bulbs to become tlwroughly 
established and to make a^ vigorous 
root-growth before the ground freez- 
es, he said. , ^ - , 

"Numerous typos of tulips aro on 
the market, but at the present time 
Early FVowerlng, Darwin, Breeder, 
and Cottage types are the most poiH 
uhiT. The Ideal way to select vari- 
eties la to visit a large planting In 
the spring when the tulips are \ti^ 
bloom* 

'"'••tiillps thrive best In a rich* soil 
that Is light In . texture and well, 
drained. The soil where the bulbs 
are to be set should be pulverised 
deeply and thoroughly. One should 
not work the soil while It Is wet, and 
the use of fresh or decaying manure 
should bo avoided. Eight ounces of 
libnemeal to a square yard ot soil 
and a layer ot well rotted stable 
manure one Inch deep will supply the 
necessary, fertility. 

"It Is a mistake to plant tulips 
singly, dotting them one. by one hero 
and there. When thoy are not plant- 
ed in heda for -mass effect, they are 
probably rieen at their best when: 
used all or more bulbs in .a group. 
A sunny position should always be 
selected for them. They will not 
.make their best growth if they are 
planted close to mature trees tor 
shrubs. 

"The bulbs should be spaced sU 
or seven Inches apart each way It 
used In a bed or eight to nine Inches 
apart In a border. As for depth of 
planting, four Inches from the, top ot 
the bulb, to the surface of tthe soil 
la satisfactory. 

"It Is not necessary to buy large 
quantities of bulbs. If properly cared 
for, tulips win Increase rapidly and 
on the average wlU at -least triple In 
numbers every two years. After 
planting, the bulbs may remain In 
one location for three' successive 
years." '- . .

M'"* bST parents watch tlieir children 
carefully for slpns of poor physl- 
cM' development or a listless niental 
attitude, aadMt- Is true that'auch'out- 
ward appearances do show to some 
extent, whether (he rhild Is thorough- 
ly hienlth'y; wh*>iher;he Is getting tlie ' 
proper food, rest' and exercise. How- 
ever; nutritional 'scientists' and child 
spoctallsti^filnte that this Is not an 
lufalllblo Indlcntlon tlmtnll Is well. 
There may be na well a "hUMen hun- 
ger"— a nutrllloniil dpflclency Hint 
will not evidence Itself, Immediately 
but will endanger the child's future 
health. 

.This lack Is most apt to be In the 
vitamins and the mineral, calcium. 
That Is why scientists recommend 
that the foods rich In these qualities 
be Included In each day's diet, or. In 
other words, that Is why they say the 
child's dally menu should Include one- 
quart of milk;. two servings of vege- 
tables, one of the green leafy type; 
and two servings of fruits; one of 
the citrus variety; supplemented by 
eggs taken several limes a week: 
vilf the diet Is greatly deficient In 
these food elempnts. definite physical 
Ills such as rickets, eye trouble, nerv- 
oua:dl9cases, dental Ills or scurvy may 
occor, and If the diet has only "just 
enough" of these nilnemls and vltn- 
mInB,-the'ChIIU cnnnot iitlain the best 
health.

About ten 
servings dully of. vi'uctnhles and ten 
Hon'InKS o( fruits u'nuld have to 'be 
taken to get ttie niiiouiit uf calcium 
equal to that In stl^thtly mure' than 
'one- pint of milker, the adult's cal- 
cium need. Children require about 
twice this much.' so' It Is obVloua^that 
It would he InipructJcal ta'Bttenipt to; 
supply this particular element Ip any 
other food, cspecliilly since the qual- 
Ity of. the calcium In other foods la 
not ns desirable as that in mljk. 

This single quart of milk will also 
provide practically all' of the Indl- 
vlduara phosphorus requirement, a 
liberal amount of the Vitamins A and 
0, one^lhlrd or more of the protein, 
H or more of the Iron, at least % 
of the energy and some of the Vita- 
mins D, C and D. In the winter time 
the child's diet should usually bo. sup- 
plemented by cither cod liver oil or 
Irradiated ergoaterol. 

Thus It Is obvious that milk, as our 
most complete food, b not only nec- 
essary for adequate nutrition, but 
also for tlie truest economy.
